The live 
acts protested, passed at the re 
cent session of the Alberta leg¬ 
islature were: 

1 . The Home Owner’s Secur¬ 
ity act, which in the case of a 
farm home, prohibited any pro¬ 
ceedings where the mortgage 
was dated prior to March 1st of 
this year, and in the case of a 
city or town home, required the 
Mortgagee wishing to recover 
his investment to deposit $2,000 
With the court, to be handed over 
to the mortgagor if foreclosure 
is effected, regardless of the vah 
ue of the property or of the 
mortgage. 

2 . The Debt Adjustment act 
amendment, whioh in effect put 
all creditors at the complete 
mercy of a board appointed and 
controlled by th e Al>erhart gov¬ 
ernment. 

3. The Limitations of Action 
act amendment, which said in 
effect that if a creditor signs 
nothing and pays nothing for 
tjie next to years, his debt is can 
celled then and he owes nothing. 

4. The Tax Recovery act con¬ 
solidation, which contained a 
new provision saying that if a 
mortgagor or any of his close 
relatives redeems a property 
which lias been defaulted for tax 
es. that property i s thereafter 
deemed to free of encumbrances.

INOCULATION OF LEGUME 
CROPS 

At this season of the year, le¬ 
gume crops are beingsown for 
the purpose of hay, pasture or 
seed production and the import¬ 
ance oi inoculating the seed 
should not he overlooked.

GRASSES DO BEST WHEN 
ACCOMPANIED by LEGUMES 

When grasses are sown either 
alone or in combinatnon for hay 
or pasture purposes it is always 
a good practice to include a cer¬ 
tain percentage ol legume seed. 
The reason for this is that nit¬ 
rogen stimulates the growth of 
grasses and legumes enrich the 
soil in nitrogen. 

Certain bacteria in the soil 
live on the rots of legumes. 
Their presence i s indicated by 
nodules formed on the fibrous 
roots. r l hese bacteria extract 
(ree nitrgen from the air which 
the plants in turn feed upon. 

| The legume plants do not utilize 
all the nitrates thus made avail- 
. ible and th e surplus is used b.v 
I die grasses. Grasses, therefore, 
when sow n along with legumes 
I grow more vigorously and are 
more productive than where 
iown alone. 

V\ lien a short growing grass 
inch as Kentucky Blue grass is 
seeded, it is advisable to use a 
Jiort growing legum e such as 
White Dutch clover. A mixture 
of 20 pounds of the grass to one 
pound of the latter makes a 
r*ood combination.

The business of commercial 
banking is something to be t on- 
sidered by itself, apart from 
central banking. 

A commercial bank takes de¬ 
posits. There arc two kinds of 
them. For convenience, call 
them "savings** ami "current *. 
Say you are a workman, or a 
farmer. After you've paid your 
living costs out of your wage, 
or out of the piocccds of your 
crop, you have some dollars 
left over. Because you do not 
want to spend them at once you 
deposit them in a savings ac¬ 
count. 

That is a savings deposit. 

As distinguished from this is 
the "current*’ account. Say you 
are a merchant. You have ex¬ 
penses to meet day by day and 
therefore always carry a bal¬ 
ance in an account against 
which you issue cheques for 
your business needs. 

That is a current account. 

Let us say you have SI00 in 
that account and you need 
$1,000 to meet some bills. You 
borrow it from the bank. 

You give the manager your 
note and be places $1,000 to 
your credit as a deposit in your 


current account. Immediately 
your balance goes up to $1,100 

$1,000 of it being derived 
direct I v from a loan. 

It is unlike a savings deposit 
in ibis respect: You intend to 
spend it at once. You imme¬ 
diately i--ue cheques against it. 
^ on borrowed the money for 
business purposes, prepared to 
pay interest because the trans¬ 
action was a profitable one to 
you. Soon most of the thousand 
lias been paid out. 

For most of the rest of the 
term of the loan your deposit is 
at its lowest. I hen, before your 
note is due, you gather money 
to repay. 1 p goes your deposit 
to its peak again. 

Then you repay. Your deposit 
nhruptb drops bark to say your 
original $100 plus the profit 
you have made, by the use of 
the borrowed money. 

No matter whether bank de¬ 
posits are savings or current, 
your bank must keep on band 
cash reserves adequate to meet 

any demands from dav to day. 

* * » 

Vc lien its loans are increased, 
not only is more rash paid out— 
as was the rase with \ our $1,000 
loan; but your bank's cash re¬ 
serves also become lower in 
proportion to total deposits. 

A bank must not unduly ex¬ 
pand its lending operations, for 
then its cash will fall below the 
proportion w hich experience has 
shown to be necessary to meet 
the day-to-day demands of de¬ 
positors. This very fact serves 
as an automatic check against 
excessive lending. 

Your bank cannot know just 
when you will walk in to with¬ 
draw your deposit—but it must 
be ready to pay you, in full, in 
cash, when you do turn up.
